Public Safety Director Kenneth Francis was Interviewed by 
reporters Tuesday on Roundtable the weekly program, which was 
video-taped In the television studio atllkoston High School. 
Francis, the city's first public safety director, came to Sikeston 
In August from Trenton, whore he was police chief. 
His primary Job Is to develop an effective public safety program 
for Sikeston, something expected to take several years. 
The biggest theft problem in Sikeston Is the theft of dtliens hand 
radios, Francis said. 
The Identification program sponsored by the department, which 
allows property owners to engrave their driver's license numbers 
on their CBs, Is not being used, he said. 
The Roundtable program will be broadcast about 6:48 p.m. 
Friday, following the high school news broadcast on Channel S of 
the local 8ee-Mor Cable TV system. 
The questioning led off with Francis being asked to define what a 
public safety department Is and what changes have occurred since 
he arrived here. (The following responses have been edited from 
transcripts of the Interview.) 
Generally, a public safety department is a combination of the 
former police and fire departments. The administrative head 
handles both departments. 
We’re now into a training process where selected police officers 
are being cross- trained in firefighting techniques to be used to 
assist the fire department in initial response to fire alarms. 
We’re centralizing the dispatch and records and things of that 
nature in an effort to improve the efficiency of both departments 
and perhaps save some money. 


With the recent transition to the Public Safety department, 
would you outline the procedure officers are going through to learn 
how to cope with firefighting? 
We initiated some training processes at this point, utilizing the 
fire commander, Vernon Morris, and some people chosen by him 
from the fire department, which we now refer to as the fire 
division. 
Twelve officers were selected to undergo this training. We’ve 
looked into their backgrounds, looked intatheirperformances and, 
generally, they are people best able to handle the new training in 
addition to their present duties. 
They are meeting at the present time one day a week for two or 
three hours. They are having outlines drawn on the subject matter, 
starting at a very basic schedule with the familiarization of fire 
equipment, and will move into such areas as use of the equipment, 
breathing apparatus, learning about fire sciences and fire 
prevention. 
It's a typical course most fire officers would go through in the 
course of their employment with the fire department. 


Hie public safely concept Is new here; what are the problems 
you’ve come up against so far? 
So far, our tranaition here has boon rather smooth, at this point. 1 
don’t think the problems have been any different than any 
department goes through. Most of our problems come from the 
nature of the work that needs to be performed each day. 
We've had good cooperation here with both the fire division and 
from the police side. 


You say you have had goad cooperation, but are the officers and 
the public accepting the public safety concept? 
To the best of my knowledge they are. Employes are not 
generally too free with what they think. Generally, you have to look . 
at their reactions. We still see our public safety officers putting in a 
lot of extra time without being called for, in some cases without 
being paid. They are doing it on a willing basis. 
The attitude of the officers around the stations is good. 
I think the only question that comes up in dealing with the public 
is their not understanding what a public safety department is and 
how the change is going to affect them. 
I’m very comfortable with the officers we have. I don’t foresee 
any problems at this point. 


The public safety department has been In existence since Aug. 1. 
At what point would you like to see the department on Aug. 1,1*77. 
In the next year we would like to be getting into more crime 
prevention programs and fire prevention programs. We’d like our 
initial public safety officers to come to a point where we could use 
them to be training a new group of public safety officers. 
I think, generally speaking, these people can perform their 
various duties assigned, whether it be firefighters, police officers, 
or whatever. 
At this point, we still envision using the volunteer fire- fighters 
and expect to continue usingihem in the years ahead. This plan is 
not going to be used to replace anybody. It’s just to shore up 
responsibilities and add extra manpower by utilizing dual purpose 
training.

We do have people who from Ume to time advise us on narcotic 
problems and things of that nature, but this particular program la 
geared to provide incentive to the people who may be un­ 
determined whether they do want to tell anyone about the problem. 
We look at this, at least Initially, as a program worth our 
assistance.

It is much the same as a Turn in a Pusher program. I think it 
would be an excellent ppogram. It is unfortunate that people can't 
do this in their regular civic activity, but as all of us have read in 
the papers and seen on television and heard on the radio, citizen 
apathy is a major problem with law enforcement aU over the 
country today. 
There are always examples of people who witnesses an armed 
robbery — or a killing or a rape — who, rather than get involved, 
drive off or walk away. And, even when confronted by law en­ 
forcement people, they say they did not see anything. 
Ihese types of programs give people the opportunity to remain 
anonymous. They do not need to give their names or telephone 
numbers or address or anything that is going to cause them to 
become directly involved, and yet still have the opportunity to give 
their information. 


Going back to the drag situation. Exclude marijuana from the 
discussion. Do we still have a drag problem In 8lkeston? 
I think we do have a minor problem in the area of amphetamines 
and barbiturates. Again I stress these things are hard to evaluate. 
We can’t base them particularly on arrest statistics. 
We investigate them on the basis of overdoses and things of that 
nature. People that are involved in this activity — the use of hard 
drugs -areprobably the last ones we run upon. 
I might clarify that. If we have three people in Sikeston who are 
using narcotics as a way of life, my feeling is that we have a 
problem or they have a problem we need to assist them with. 
Perhaps an arrest and some type of treatment is the answer. But I 
think the arrest has to be there in order to ensure they get the help 
they need. 


Does the Christmas season bring about an Increase In criminal 
activity? 
Generally it does. You have so much more opportunity for those 
involved in criminal activity. People leave gifts in cars, people 
carry in their handbags a larger amount of money than normal. 
Burglaries are on the upswing because of presents in the home. 
There are more armed robberies. 


If you exclude the theft of citizens band radios, has the crime 
rate in Sikeston risen or fallen this past year. 
I think if we exclude the theft of citizen band radios, we’re 
staying on pretty much of an even keel. It probably would be up to 
a minor degree. 


There seems to be an Increase In the number of traffic accidents 
in the city this year, can you tell ns why? 
There has been. For 1975, the department handled 610 public 
street accidents. This year, up to Nov. 4, we handled 636; so we’d 
had an increase of 36 at that point over last year. 
From reviewing reports and statistics, it appears the primary 
cause is failure to yield right-of-way. Of course, this can be at an 
intersection, stop light, stop sign, whatever. 
This is generally an attitude situation; the case where a person 
should be courteous rather than try and beat the light. 
' Perhaps a little stricter enforcement is needed in the areas of 
speeding and following too closely. 


With the increase in the number of accidents and crimes, is there 
sufficient manpower to handle the problems? I realize the public 
safety concept is to try and help the manpower situation, but are 
there really enough officers to go around? 
We’re pretty well strapped right now, to be honest with you. 
Something we’re confronted with almost daily is a shortage of 
manpower. We have to make our office responsible for calls for 
public services, ranging from a businessman receiving bad checks 
to motor vehicle accidents to stolen CBs, domestic distrubances, 
juvenile problems, fires, whatever it might be. 
This is something we’re constantly trying to re-evaluate, trying 
to set a list of priorities. We still always have to consider the 
potential emergencies — the bank robbery or shooting or homicide 
— something of the nature that requires an extensive amount of 
manpower for a short time. 
Some time in the future we’re going to have to expand our 
department, there’s no question about it. 


The federal government has spent a couple of billion dollars on 
law enforcement programs and recently there was a report critical 
of bow the money was spent. If you had been able to say where the 
money was to be spent, what would you have done? 
It goes by the size of the department you are trying to develop. If 
we were in Sikeston, and we were given an unlimited account, we 
would try to buy the highest qualified public safety officers we 
could find. We would want to provide them with good necessary 
equipment to do their jobs. 
We would try to buy the highest qualified public safety officers 
we could find.

We would want good necessary equipment, good central dispatch 
equipment which, by the way, we did get through the federal 
government. We would want a good, solid, humane jail and 
auxiliary programs to go along with the jail, such as feeding that’s 
necessary and clothing that's necessary. 
We would constantly retrain these officers to be able to operate 
the equipment properly. 
I think generally if we had the money available to us, we’d be 
looking at the basics. So much of the federal government's 
programs for the past few years have been built around “new, 
innovative programs. ’’ 
Many of your large departments have complete divisions of 
planning and research. 
Most medium and small departments are Just worried about the 
cop on the street, let alone planning and research and three people 
to put in there to study how to get federal grants. 
That's really about where the program la now. Operation Sting, 
that you've read about in the papers, where the police officers have 
poeed as underworld figures and bought (atolen) properties, is one 
of the few programs that the street officer can actually see and say 
that It looks good.

Court rules against pregnancy sick pay 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme 
Court decision on disability benefits for 
pregnancy outraged feminists, but left the 
way open for legislative changes that would 
nullify the ruling’s Impact. 
An employer may legally refuse to pay 
disability or aickleave benefits to pregnant 
women, the court said Tuesday in a 6 to 3 
decision. 
There is no sex discrimination “simply 
because an employer’s ... plan is less than 
all-inclusive,” said the majority opinion 


written by Justice William H. Rehnquist. 
The justices overturned the findings of a 
lower court in saying that General Electric 
Corp. does not violate the rights of any of its 
100,000 women employes by making them 
take unpaid leaves of absence to have 
babies. 
The decision does not mean that those 
employers now offering pregnancy 
disability coverage as part of their over-a 11 
compensation package must stop doing so. 
The court said, however, that existing lawr 


such as the 1964 Civil Rights Act do not 
compel employers to offer that coverage. 
Congress is free to pass legislation 
making such exclusions illegal, the court 
said

I realize the public 
safety concept is to try and help the manpower situation, but are 
there really enough officers to go around? 
We're pretty well strapped right now, to be honest with you. 
Something we're confronted with almost daily is a shortage of 
manpower We have to make our office responsible for calls for 
public services, ranging from a businessman receiving bad checks 
to motor vehicle accidents to stolen CBs, domestic distrubances, 
juvenile problems, fires, whatever it might be 
This is something we’re constantly trying to re-evaluate, trying 
to set a list of priorities We still always have to consider the 
potential emergencies — the bank robbery or shooting or homicide 
— something of the nature that requires an extensive amount of 
manpower for a short time 
Some time in the future we re going to have to expand our 
department, there's no question about it. 


The federal government has spent a couple of billion dollars on 
law enforcement programs and recently there was a report critical 
of how the money was spent. If you bad been able to say where the 
money was to be speat. what would you have done? 
It goes by the su e of the department you are trying to develop If

Hie Founding Fathers didn’t overlook much in 
establishing a system of government for the United 
States. One thing they didn’t anticipate, however, was a 
mechanism that has been crucial to the stability we have 
enjoyed for most of 200 years: the two-party political 
system. 
The Constitution divides national power among the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches of the 
federal government. The oil that has kept this check - 
and- balance structure viable, however, has been the 
frequent elections that have given citizens an op­ 
portunity to turn out of office officials of one party in 
favor of those of another — with an occasional in­ 
dependent clipping in as well. 
Following the 1976 election, however, it must seriously 
be questioned how healthy the two-party system is. The 
Republicans went into the election holding the . White 
House, but little else. They emerged from it without the 
White House and with even less power in other places 
than before November 2. 
Only one of about every four governors is a 
Republican. Only one of three members of the House is. 
And the Democratic edge over the GOP in the Senate 
remains, as before the election, at 62-38. 
What is so disturbing about this? For one thing, the last 
Congress, the 94th, was notable for the large number of 
Democratic members who committed unethical, illegal 
or immoral acts. Yet very few of these notorious in­ 
dividuals were turned out of office at the polls. The in­ 
tegrity of our democratic system depends on the good 
judgment of voters — a judgment that was sorely lacking 
this time around. 
Lord Acton of Britain perhaps said it best: “Power 
tends to corrupt. And absolute power corrupts ab­ 
solutely.” If some members of the majority believe they 
will be reelected regardless of their conduct in office, 
that is indeed a corrupting kind of power. 
Republican National Chairman Mary Louise Smith has 
now resigned her post and a scramble is on for a suc­ 
cessor. For the good of the entire nation, it is to be fer­ 
vently hoped that the new chairman will succeed in 
picking up the pieces of the GOP and making it a viable 
contender for national power again.

To see if it is, in fact, possible 
is the object of a $797,000

experiment 
currently being conducted in the

the district have been asked to 
fill out a questionnaire designed 
to identify “problem drinkers,” 
which 
includes

alcoholics as well as those with 
less chronic drinking habits. 
P s y c h o l o g i s t s 
ha v e 
established that certain per­ 
sonal situations and attitudes 
and health problems can be 
indicators of problem drinking. 
Thus 
in 
addition 
to 
direct 
questions about drinking habits, 
the Washington questionnaire 
asks such things as: “Would you 
describe yourself as being lonely 
a good deal of the time?” “With 
whom do you live—Alone? With 
friend? With relative? With wife 
or husband? With ex-wife or ex- 
husband9” 
Or true or false: “Sometimes I 
feel very guilty.” “ I usually 
sweat at night.” “I sometimes 
feel that I am going to pieces.” 
Responses to the questions, 
which are entirely voluntary,

have been put into a computer 
and indicate that about 15 per 
cent of those questioned so far 
are problem drinkers, say of­ 
ficials. 
What critics of the experiment 
are afraid of is that what is 
voluntary now could be made 
mandatory in the future and that

would 
be 
required to undergo some for of 
medical evaluation or treatment 
or education as a condition for 
obtaining a license. The people 
in charge of the project admit 
they are thinking of just that. 
Now in a well-run society, not 
only potential alcoholics but 
potential criminals and anybody 
with any kind of life-adjustment 
problem would be identified 
early and helped before he 
caused difficulties for himself 
and others. 
But psychology is still an 
inexact science, and this is still 
supposed to be a society where a 
person is considered innocent 
until proven guilty—by what he 
does, not by what someone 
thinks he might do.

Early St. Louisans 
merely allowed river water to 
settle before drinking and they 
preferred "night water” to “day 
water” because it contained less 
mud and garbage. 
The world might still be 
drinking water out of which only 
mud and garbage had been 
removed had it not been for the 
development of the microscope, 
the discovery of the microbial 
world, the proof that bacteria 
are responsible for the tran­ 
smission of diseases, and the 
discovery of methods to control 
or eliminate bacteria in water. 
The introduction of chlorine as 
a disinfectant in the early 1900s 
marked the turning point in 
water purification. Its adoption 
has caused a virtual cessation in 
this country of such dread 
waterborne diseases as cholera 
and 
typhoid. 
Scientific 
developments in recent years in 
the detection and control of 
contaminants in water have 
further reduced health dangers.

Justice Lawyer Wants Somoza 
To Help Back Security Business

WASHINGTON - A top 
Justice Dept, attorney is trying 
to enlist the aid of Congress in a 
scheme to organize an interna­ 
tional investigating firm with 
$500,000 of Nicaraguan dictator

The lawyer, William Callahan 
of Justice’s corporate crime unit 
in New York, has already 
received help from Rep. John 
Murphy, D.-N.Y., an old friend of 
Somoza’s.

“Intervest” as a security firm for 
victims of white collar crime 
such as banks, public relations 
firms, foreign governments and 
multinational corporations.

WASHINGTON - There’s a 
millionaire, bald-headed, blue­ 
eyed, 
82-year-old 
former 
national Teamsters president, 
Dave Beck by name, who rarely 
forayed into New York City in 
his day. Many investigators 
believed 
he 
feared being 
deadened by lead from the now

They saw this 
dream walking the person of 
Hubert Humphrey - only to 
learn late in the primary season 
that he had resurging cancer 
and soon would need surgery.

TTie Founding Fathers didn’t overlook much in 
establishing a system of government for the United 
States. One thing they didn’t anticipate, however, was a 
mechanism that has been crucial to the stability we have 
enjoyed for most of 200 years: the two-party political 
system. 
The Constitution divides national power among the 
executive, legislative and judicial branches of the 
federal government. The oil that has kept this check - 
and- balance structure viable, however, has been the 
frequent elections that have given citizens an op­ 
portunity to turn out of office officials of one party in 
favor of those of another — with an occasional in­ 
dependent clipping in as well. 
Following the 1976 election, however, it must seriously 
be questioned how healthy the two-party system is. The 
Republicans went into the election holding the 
White 
House, but little else They emerged from it without the 
White House and with even less power in other places 
than before November 2. 
Only one of about 
every 
four governors is a 
Republican. Only one of three members of the House is. 
And the Democratic edge over the GOP in the Senate 
remains, as before the election, at 62-38 
What is so disturbing about this? For one thing, the last 
Congress, the 94th, was notable for the large number of 
Democratic members who committed unethical, illegal 
or immoral acts. Yet very few of these notorious in­ 
dividuals were turned out of office at the polls. The in­ 
tegrity of our democratic system depends on the good 
judgment of voters — a judgment that was sorely lacking 
this time around. 
Lord Acton of Britain perhaps said it best: “Power 
tends to corrupt. And absolute power corrupts ab­ 
solutely.” If some members of the majority believe they 
will be reelected regardless of their conduct in office, 
that is indeed a corrupting kind of power. 
Republican National Chairman Mary Louise Smith has 
now resigned her post and a scramble is on for a suc­ 
cessor. For the good of the entire nation, it is to be fer­ 
vently hoped that the new chairman will succeed in 
picking up the pieces of the GOP and making it a viable 
contender for national power again.

Transportation Secretary Wil­ 
liam T. Coleman Jr. said today 
auto makers will not be re­ 
quired to install air bags on 
new cars but will be urged to 
make them available as a low 
cost option. 


Coleman, in announcing his 
decision, said he will begin dis­ 
cussions with auto makers dur­ 
ing the week of Dec. 20 in 
hopes of getting the necessary 
agreements. 


He set as a goal obtaining the 
agreement of at least two man­ 
ufacturers to market air bags 
on at least 250,000 cars of vari­ 
ous sizes in 1979-model cars 
and on another 250,000 in model 
year 1980. 


Coleman said the air bags 
must retail for no more than 
$100 for both the driver and 
front seat passenger and for no 
more than $50 for the driver 
only. 
Half of the 250,000 annual out­ 
put would be equipped with 
driver-only bags and the other 
half would have driver-plus- 
passenger air bags. 
The secretary said he ex­ 
pected the negotiations to be 
completed by Jan. 5 and said 
he would recommend to Con­ 
gress shortly thereafter what 
further action to take. 
Coleman estimated the pro­ 
gram would cost about $86 mil­ 
lion. The public’s share of the 
cost would bring in $38 million. 
The secretary said he expected 


the auto makers to pick up the 
remaining $48 million and said 
he felt this request was reason­ 
able since domestic auto mak­ 
ers had reported a corporate 
profit of nearly $4 billion in the 
past 12 months.

WARRENSBURG, Mo. (AP) 
— About the time he was pre­ 
paring to retire after 32 years 
with the U.S. Postal Service, 
Harold South ran across a story 
on barbed wire collecting and 
was immediately struck 
by 
what he calls a fascinating hob­ 
by 
Since then, South, 65, has be­ 
come an expert in the field. He 
has collected more than 350 dif­ 
ferent types of barbed wire and 
recently won a state champion­ 
ship in Iowa for one of his dis­ 
plays. 
“I’ve never met so many nice 
people,” South says in explain­ 
ing his fascination with the hob­ 
by. 
"Everywhere 
we 
travel, 
people are just great,” he says 
of the travels he makes with 
his wife. “After ever trip, we 
receive letters and cards from 
people in other clubs. They 
may be interested in trading 
wire or just want to keep in 
touch.” 
South says he doesn’t spend 
much on his collection, 
al­ 
though some rare specimens 
cost as much as $400 for an 18- 
inch section. “I’m a trader, as 
are most collectors. Trades are 
not all one-to-one. If someone 
has a valuable piece of wire, I 
may trade many pieces of a 
more common type to meet his 
price,” South said. 
South 
has 
accum ulated 
enough wire to make up 12 dis­ 


play boards, six of which are 
complete, and says he hopes 
eventually to turn them over to 
a museum where they can be 
displayed permanently. 
Meanwhile, he continues to 
search for unusual and rare 
types of barbed wire. Many he 
finds nearby in places such as 
Holden and other areas of west­ 
ern Missouri, where it became 
popular 
among 
people 
who 
wanted to fence cattle out of 
their farms. 
South refused to place a mon­ 
etary value on his collection, 
which contains one piece of 
wire dating back to 1853. He 
also has some antique tools, 
such as cutters and stretchers. 
One of the tools is a hand de­ 
vice for putting barbs onto 
wire. It is valued at $100. 
“I’m thinking of trading it for 
an equal value in wire,” he 
said. 
Although he is retired, South 
also keeps active in a civic 
club, teaches citizenship to Boy 
Scouts one night a week and is 
nearly a full time real estate 
broker 
“I keep a rocking chair in the 
house to remind me that some 
day I may need it, but I’m sure 
not looking forward to it,” he 
said.

No room found at inns 
for innaguration day 


JEFFERSO N C ITY - Even 
before the Missouri adjutant 
general’« office ha» started to 
mail the more than 20,000 
invitations for Gov.-elect 
J o s e p h 
T e a s d a l e ’ s 
inauguration Jan. 10, every 
motel and hotel room here is 
reserved for that date. 
This poses a major problem 
for 
Mrs. 
Jon 
Galey, 
Teasdale’s sister, who is 
coordinating inaugural ac­ 
tivities. She has to find about 
250 rooms, and so far has only 
been able to get a few of those 
in Jefferson City. 
The problem is one that 
occurs every four years, since 
there are always more per­ 
sons who want to attend the 
inauguration than the city's 
1,100 
rooms 
will 
ac­ 
commodate. 
Most motels are referring 
persons to Columbia, and Col. 
Herman Meyers, who is in 
charge 
of 
the 
inaugural 
planning, said many rooms 
already have been secured in 
Columbia for that date. 
Alan Murfin, executive vice 
president of the Columbia 
Chamber of Commerce, says 
he has not been contacted 
about 
coordinating 
an 
organized effort to arrange 
accommodations in Columbia 
for the inauguration. 
He said the chamber can 
arrange blocks oi rooms for 
large groups of guests, but 
individual reservations must 
be handled through the motels 
and hotels themselves. 
Though many of the rooms 


were reserved before the 
election by Republicans who 
expected 
to 
see 
Gov. 
Christopher Bond sworn in for 
a second term, there have 
been very few cancellations. 
Most rooms are reserved 
with a security deposit which 
cuts down on cancellations, 
according to reservations 
clerks at the city’s three 
largest motels. 


In Columbia, all 200 rooms 
of the Kamada Inn have been 
reserved for Jan. 10, said 
Susan George, reservations 
manager. Holiday Inn East 
also has rented almost all its 
100 rooms for that date. 
Some motel managers here 
are referring 
persons to 
motels and hotels in the l,ake 
of the O/.arks region. 
Meyers said Teasdale has 
approved the basic plan for a 
t r a d i t i o n a l , 
f o r m a l 
inauguration. 
He said 
the 
invitations will be printed and 
mailed at a cost of about 
$11.000, and the orchestra and 
decorations for the inaugural 
ball will cost about $5,000. 
Meyers already has met 
four times with Teasdale’s 
staff to plan the event and 
expects to meet with them 
again this week.

O'Donnell's 
subdivision, 
known as an addition to 
Ridgetop Acres, is to be built 
around Cottonwood Lane, in an 
area near the west and south 
city limits of Dexter. 
All of O'Donnell's lots met the 
100-front-footage requirements, 
it was noted. 
Work is now progressing on 
both subdivisions, which will 


add more than 160 home sites 
within the city limits. 
In other business the council 
dealt with block grants, parking 
problems on a narrow street, 
Christmas bonuses for city 
workers and a variety of other 
items. 
The 
city’s 
contracted 
engineer, Gary Gaines, from 
Trotter Associates, conducted a 
brief "public hearing", asking 
for input on use of money that 
the city can obtain through a 
block grant from the Depart­ 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development. 
The regulations covering the 
grants state that the city, before 
applying, must hold two public 
hearings to gain citizen input on 
how the money should be spent. 
There were no comments, and 
Mayor Willis Conner asked 
Gsines to explain what the city 
had unsuccessfully applied for 
last year. 
Gaines told the council that 
last year's application had been 
for the construction of a new 
water 
treatment 
plant 
and 
water line improvements in the 
south and east portions of 
Dexter. 
Gaines noted that the city’s 


old water treatment plant is in 
"real need" of replacement. 
The second formal "public 
hearing" will be held in con­ 
junction with the next Council 
meeting, Dec. 20. 
Gordon 
Hart, 
Dexter 
businessman and Chamber of 
Commerce 
officer, 
briefly 
addressed the council, asking 
that the city check out the 
possibility of constructing storm 
sewers along One Mile Road, so 
that the road could be widened 
to handle the heavy traffic 
loads. 
Mayor Conner had told Hart 
earlier, 
in 
a 
private con­ 
versation, that "if you can find 
us the money, we'll sure look at 
it," Hart said. Hart noted that 
ne had talked to PhU Shelton at 
the Bootheel Regional Planning 
Commission, and noted that 
there is federal block money 
available for such projects. Hart 
asked if Shelton could address 
the next Council meeting, and 
Mayor Conner said the council 
would be "happy to hear from 
him."

But even while Candidate Carter was 
making sensational generalized promises of major overall 
slashes in defense, and giving speeches which led audiences 
from California to the East Coast to believe he would wield the 
knife with some abandon once he became Commander in 
Chief, a careful analysis of specific Carter proposals in the 
months before election gives a different picture. 


’ What emerged was this clear concept: Carter would 
eliminate or reduce some programs, sensationally perhaps, 
but increase others. In the end we’d have a Pentagon, and a 
defense budget not much different from what we’ve had in the 
post-Viet Nam war years. 


Interestingly too, Barry M. Blechman, of the Brookings 
Institution, has been mentioned as a prominent defense ad­ 
viser. The implication has been that this foretells a reduction 
in defense. This reasoning, it seems, is based on the fact that a 
number of studies from that venerable Institution, where 
Blechman is a sort of defense coordinator, seemed to stress 
the need and possibility of overall defense cuts. 


But Blechman, along with colleagues Robert Bergman, 
Martin Binkin and Robert Weinland, has just written a 
defense chapter in a new Brookings publication. 
Here he and his associates are projecting the necessity of an 
increase — not a decrease — in defense dollars for the years 
just ahead. 


The Blechman team considers in some detail the need to 
shift this country’s defense emphasis, taking forces from the 
Pacific, for example, in order to beef up our posture in the 
Mediterranean, Western Europe and other Atlantic areas. 
They advocate a review of U.S. military doctrine with the 
argument that "technological advances in military hardware 
are making many traditional concepts . . . questionable." 
They say we need to look sharply at the relative effectiveness 
of air power, air defenses and of armor and anti-tank 
defenses. Here they are talking, however, not about decreased 
defense spending but about shifts in emphasis. 
For in their conclusion, Blechman and his associates say "it 
must be recognized that the process of reducing the share of 
U.S. resources devoted to defense has more or less run its 
course. Additional savings are possible in some areas, but 
other sectors of the defense budget should receive more 
emphasis. In general, this means that defense spending will 
have to increase in real terms for at least the next five years, 
but probably more slowly than the expected growth in national 
output." 
Tnis is not all. The group headed by Blechman goes on to say 
"Military power continues to play an important part in world 
affairs. The nation can only protect itself and its interests 
abroad if it is willing to spend what is necessary to maintain a 
credible military posture. If it does so, perhaps its adversaries 
will come to understand that the wisest course is to mutually 
reduce armaments ..." 
This sounds much like the course Presidents Nixon and Ford 
were following. Overall, it provided the base for the backing 
Mr. Carter had from those in Congress and in the electorate 
who believed defense spending could be cut sensationally and 
that maintaining strong defenses in the hope of inducing the 
Russians to agree to arms cuts was a wrong-headed approach. 
We will have to wait to see what a President Carter does in 
the crunch, of course But present indications are that the 
more things seem to change the more they remain the same.

tion’s major retail chains have 
reported 
another 
month

strong sales, but analysts say 
the over-all retail picture re­ 
mains uncertain. 
The stores reported strong 
fall and winter apparel sales in 
October and November, but 
sales of such durable goods as 
autos and appliances have con­ 
tinued to lag. 


This "suggests a relatively 
defensive consumer," says the 


Wall 
Street brokerage firm, 
Sanford C. Bernstein & Co. Inc. 


"W hile som e of the softness 
in the auto sector is apparently 
the result of supply imbalance, 
some also seems attributable to 
other causes," Bernstein says 


"Seasonally 
adjusted 
used 
car prices have declined for 
two months and suggest that in­ 
herent demand for automobiles 
is perhaps weaker than most 
observers had anticipated," the 
firm said. 


In addition, it said, "govern­ 
ment data indicate weak de­ 
mand at furniture and house­ 
hold equipment outlets" where 
sales are running 2 per cent be­ 
hind those of a year ago. 


This sluggishness in recent 
months "probably is related in

uncertainties 
about the future rather than to 
a lack of spendable income or a 


shortage of credit," said Ted

The Bernstein analysis and a 
bankers’ report would seem to 
agree with Gaines' conclusion.

Missouri 
traffic 
deaths 
decreased 15 in November from 
the same month in 1975, but 
Missouri's traffic death rate is 
still 7 per cent higher than last 
year according to statistics 
released by Public Safety 
Director Mike Garrett. 
"Statewide traffic fatalities in 
1976 already exceed Missouri's 
total traffic deaths far either of 


the past two calendar years," 
Garrett said, "and Missouri 
highway fatalities have sur­ 
passed 1975 totals in seven of the 
last 11 months." 
Garrett reported that 1,078 
persons lost their lives in traffic 
accidents from January through 
November of this year, com­ 
pared to 1,005 lives lost during 
the same ll-month period last 
year. Comparative reductions in 


monthly 
traffic deaths have 
been recorded only during April, 
June, July and November. 
"E ven 
these 
alarm ing 
statistics 
cannot 
p ortray 
adequately the human tragedy 
and suffering that result from 
traffic mishaps," G arrett said. 
"All Missourians must exercise 
increased caution and courtesy 
if we are to preserve and protect 
human life on our roads and 


highway." 
The safe operation of an 
automobile in winter calls for 
special care in driving, Garrett 
noted. Winter weather often

WASHINGTON (AP) - Emp­ 
ty glasses stood on the bar and 
the lights in the saloon were 
dim as the State Department 
official finally got around to the 
ultimata question: What is Hen­ 
ry Kissinger really like? 
The official hod served as 
one of the secretary of State’s 
close aides, and his health and 
family life had suffered. Ha 
was transferring to another 
State Department position to 
get away from the pressure. 
He swirled the remains In his 
glass, 
hesitated 
and 
said: 
"Henry Kissinger is an arti­ 
choke.’' 
As obtuse aa this character­ 
ization loomed, the exiting Kis­ 
singer aide had a point Lika an 
artichoke, Kissinger is multlla- 
. yered and combine! a tart bit­ 
terness with a hidden but ten­ 
der heart. He is an acquired 
taste. 
Kissinger is given to strong 
and quick fleshes of emotion, 
with humor and anger following 
so close on each other as to be 
nearly indistinguishable. 
There was the time he looked 
on with increasing discomfort 
as a reporter asked a visiting 
foreign minister a series of 
questions 
outside 
the hotel 
room where the men had mat. 
After the dignitary left, Kis- 
linger turned to the repintar, 
suddenly threw his short arms 
over his head and shaking his 
jowls In mock anger said: 
"Have to act Ilka a barracuda 
every time, ah?” Then he gig­ 
gled. 
It wee after midnight in a 
Brussels hotel when a reporter 
heard that Kissinger was meet­ 
ing with a foreign leeder end 
dashed from hie room to get an 
interview. The newsman was 
wearing Jeans, a sweatshirt and 
basketball shoes. 


"What’s the matter, have you 
no feeling for the dignity of my 
office,’’ Kissinger marled. "I’ll 
do better the next time,’’ the 
reporter said. 


The next time came about 
five hours later when the secre­ 
tary 
arranged 
a 
breakfast 
meeting with yet another for­ 
eign minister. The newsman 
couldn’t resist wearing the 
seme outfit, only with a tie 
around the sweatshirt. 
"That’s much, much better," 
Kissinger growled end then 
pulled the tie like a noose. He 
giggled again. 
There was always something 
incongruous about this 5-foot-7 
fat man as he acted out a role 
often sterotyped as belonging to 
a slender, gray-haired fellow 
with aquiline nose and Ivy 
League wardrobe. 
Kissinger was routed in his 
battle against an appetite for 
candy and pretzels. His ever- 
expanding 
stomach 
drooped 
over his belt, his button« often 
appeared ready to burst. 
In informal times, ha usually 
was aeon with hla hands tucked 
Inside his waistband. During 
the long flight« to and fro 
around the world, Kissinger 
walked about in his socks. 
Other impressions: 
—Arriving 
In 
Washington 
after a long trip and walking 
down the airplane ramp to be 
greeted by his then-new wife, 
Nancy. Instead of kissing her 
•e she obviously expected, he 
hesitated, 
reached out 
end 
shook her hand. 
—Standing before reporters 
in Salzburg, Austria, and near­ 
ly weeping as he threatened to 
resign if questions continued 
about his role in wiretapping 
newsmen and some of his own 
staff aides. 
—Hopelessly trying to march 
in step to the military music os 
he reviewed the honor guards 
which usually greeted his arriv­ 
als around the world. 
Through a calculated effort, 
Kissinger acquired a reputation 
os 
a wit as he filled his 
speeches and other public ap­ 


pearances with one-liners. 
To reporters who covered 
him with any regularity, these 
became dulled by repetition. 
Yet, he could be honestly and 
spontaneously funny. 
After several meetings with 
Soviet Communist party leader 
Leonid Brezhnev and Saudi 
Arabian Foreign Minister Omar 
Saqqaf, Kissinger noted that 
the Russian kissed him on the 
mouth and the Arab insisted on 
holding his hand. 
"I’m beginning to wonder 
about myself," Kissinger said. 
He could laugh at himself. 
During his 
trips, 
Kissinger 
would usually appear in the 
press section in the rear of his 
plane and give his impressions 
of the official last visited. 
It became a litany. "He is 
very 
bright, 
very 
sophis­ 
ticated.” It became such a rou­ 
tine that the reporters drew up 
cue cards with the appropriate 
pat phrase and held them up 
just as the secretary began his 
routine. He stopped. "Oh, come 
on you guys, I’m serious." A 
pause, then a chuckle and an 
earthy profanity. 
He kept aides awake 24 hours 
writing speech drafts, never 
thanking them. Many times 
after the aide had given up a 
weekend to prepare a speech, 
Kissinger would throw the pa­ 
pers back, asking sarcastically, 
"Is this the best you can do?” 
Kissinger is Jewish, but he 
avoided 
any 
religious 
in­ 
volvement. He was sworn into 
office as secretary of state on a 
Saturday, the Jewish Sabbath, 
and he took the oath on a King 
James version of the Bible 
clearly marked with a cross. 
He worked on Yom Kippur, 
the sanctified Jewish Day of 
Atonement. In various public 
speeches he never referred to 
himself as Jewish, opting in­ 
stead for the phrase, "For 
someone of my heritage.” 
Yet, when visiting Yad Vash- 
im, the memorial Israel built in 
Jerusalem to the 6 million 
Jews, including 12 of his own 
relatives, killed by the Nazis, 
Kissinger wept.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Emp­ 
ty glasses stood on the bar and 
the lights in the saloon were 
dim as the State Department 
official finally got around to the 
ultimate question: What is Hen­ 
ry Kissinger really like? 
The official had served as 
one of the secretary of State’s 
close aides, and his health and 
family life had suffered 
He 
was transferring to another 
State Department position to 
get away from the preasure. 
He swirled the remains in his 
glass, 
hesitated 
and 
said: 
“ Henry Kissinger is an arti- 
choka." 
As obtust as this character­ 
ization seemed, the exiting Kis­ 
singer aide had a point. Like an 
artichoke, Kissinger is multila­ 
yered and combines a tart bit­ 
terness with a hidden but ten­ 
der heart. He is an acquired 
taste. 
Kissinger is given to strong 
and quick flashes of emotion, 
with humor and anger following 
so close on each other as to be 
nearly indistinguishable. 
There was the time he looked 
on with Increasing discomfort 
as a reporter asked a visiting 
foreign minister a series of 
questions 
outside 
the 
hotel 
room where the men had met. 
After the dignitary left, Kis­ 
singer turned to the reporter, 
suddenly threw his short arms 
over his head and shaking his 
jowls 
in mock anger said: 
“ Have to act like a barracuda 
every time, eh,,', Then he gig­ 
gled 
It was after midnight in a 
Brussels hotel when a reporter 
heard that Kissinger was meet­ 
ing with a foreign leader and 
dashed from his room to get an 
interview 
The newsman was 
wearing jeans, a sweatshirt and 
basketball shoes 


“ What’s the matter, have you 
no feeling for the dignity of my 
office,” Kissinger snarled. “ I ’ll 
do better the next time,” the 
reporter said. 


The next time came about 
five hours later when the secre­ 
tary 
arranged 
a 
breakfast 
meeting with yet another for­ 
eign minister. The newsman 
couldn’t 
resist 
wearing 
the 
same outfit, only with a tie 
around the sweatshirt. 
“That’s much, much better," 
Kissinger 
growled and then 
pulled the tie like a noose. He 
giggled again. 


There was always something 
incongruous about this 5-foot-7 
fat man as he acted out a role 
often sterotyped as belonging to 
a slender, gray-haired fellow 
with aquiline noae and Ivy 
League wardrobe 
Kissinger was routed in his 
battle against an appetite for 
candy and pretzels. His ever- 
expanding 
stomach 
drooped 
over his belt, his buttons often 
appeared reedy to burst. 
In Informal times, he usually 
was seen with his hands tucked 
Inside his waistband 
During 
the long flights to and fro 
around the world, Kissinger 
walked about in his socks 
Other impressions: 
—Arriving 
in 
Washington 
after a long trip and walking 
down the airplane ramp to be 
greeted by his then-new wife, 
Nancy. Instead of kissing her 
as she obviously expected, he 
hesitated 
reached 
out 
and 
shook her hand. 
—Standing before reporters 
in Salzburg. Austria, and near­ 
ly weeping as he threatened to 
resign if questions continued 
about his role in wiretapping 
newsmen and some of his own 
staff aides 
—Hopelessly trying to march 
in step to the military music as 
he reviewed the honor guards 
which usually greeted his arriv­ 
als around the world 
Through a calculated effort. 
Kissinger acquired a reputation 
as 
a 
wit as he filled his 
speeches and other public ap 


pearances with one-liners. 
To reporters who covered 
him with any regularity, these 
became dulled by repetition. 
Yet, he could be honestly and 
spontaneously funny. 
After several meetings with 
Soviet Communist party leader 
Leonid 
Brezhnev 
and Saudi 
Arabian Foreign Minister Omar 
Saqqaf, Kissinger noted that 
the Russian kissed him on the 
mouth and the Arab insisted on 
holding his hand. 
“ I ’m beginning to wonder • 
about myself,” Kissinger said 
He could laugh at himself. 
During 
his 
trips, 
Kissinger 
would usually appear in the 
press section in the rear of his 
plane and give his impressions 
of the official last visited 
It became a litany. "He is 
very 
bright, 
very 
sophis­ 
ticated." It became such a rou­ 
tine that the reporters drew up 
cue cards with the appropriate 
pat phrase and held them up 
just as the secretary began his 
routine He stopped. "Oh, come 
on you guys, I'm serious." A 
pause, then a chuckle and an 
earthy profanity 
He kept aides awake 24 hours 
writing speech drafts, never 
thanking them 
Many times 
after the aide had given up a 
weekend to prepare a speech. 
Kissinger would throw the pa 
pers back, asking sarcastically, 
"Is this the best you can do'*’’ 
Kissinger is Jewish, but he 
avoided 
any 
religious 
in­ 
volvement He was sworn into 
office as secretary of state on a 
Saturday, the Jewish Sabbath, 
and he took the oath on a King 
James version of the Bible 
clearly marked with a cross 
He worked on Yom Kippur, 
the sanctified Jewish Day of 
Atonement 
In various public 
speeches he never referred to 
himself as Jewish, opting in­ 
stead for the phrase, 
“ For 
someone of my heritage " 
Yet. when visiting Yad Yash 
im. the memorial Israel built in 
Jerusalem to the 6 million 
Jews, including 12 of his own 
relatives, killed by the Nazis,
